irrigation for that part of Oklahoma. 
Beaver, Texas and Cimarron count­ 
ies are burned up, and in conse­ 
quence many settlers will this year j 
practically 
abandon 
farms 
which j 
would be worth $50 per acre if they j 
only had sufficient water to insure I 
the maturing of crops. 
But the Panhandle country can do 
little toward any comprehensive ir­ 
rigation system without the support 
and encouragement outlie rest of the 
state, and in eastern and central Ok­ 
lahoma the rainfall for the three j 
years prior to 1909 bad been so co- I 
pious that any talk of irrigation was 
treated as a Joke. Now, with prac- j 
tically all the state suffering from ( 
drouth, it is different and the farm­ 
er In central Oklahoma who has usu­ 
ally had more water than he wanted 
can feel for the farmer in the ex­ 
treme western part of the state who 
very seldom bas as much as he 
wants. 
The school land question Is also I 
one that necessarily

parts of the state. ‘Practically all j 
of the so-called enabling act lands | 
lie In the district where the only 
way that agriculture can ever be 
continuously and successfully carried 
on Is by means of 
irrigation.
